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The fact that up till now bibliographical work has formed such an impor- 
tant part of Tibetan studies is really a sign of their relative backwardness. It is a 
consequence of the special restraining factors that have rendered the compre- 
hension of the Snow-land especially difficult. Due to the isolation of Tibet, to 
the haphazard character of manuscript collections outside Tibet, to the limited 
number of scholars, and to a number of other factors there are still too many 
blank spots in our knowledge of Tibetan culture. 

The work of listing the material has in fact been in progress since the very 
beginnings of modern Tibetology: Alexander Csoma de Kérés has started ex- 
ploring the Kanjur and T'anjur, the historical and medical literature, and nearly 
every generation of Tibetan scholars has made its contribution. 

In this way, we have a bibliographically more or less complete picture of 
the works included in the canon though it is an inexhaustible source of know- 
ledge from the point of view of contents. The significance of Prof. L. Ligeti’s 
catalogue of the Mongolian Kanjur cannot be overestimated in this respect. 

Bibliographical research on the extracanonical literature is concentrated 
in two fields: on the one hand there is the cataloguing of collections outside 
Tibet, and on the other, the utilisation of Tibetan bibliographies. 

The best of the catalogues are those which either review the oldest 
material (e.g. from Tun-huang) or provide us with a complete picture of a cer- 
tain group of publications. Thus, due to Haenisch’s activity, the German collec- 
tions give a good representation of the Tibetan publications printed in Peking. 
Further, the elaboration of gsun-’bums, i.e. the collected works of important 
and productive authors, have proved to be very useful. 

From the very beginnings attention has also been drawn to the Tibetan 
bibliographical works (gsan-yig, thob-yig, mchan-tho, dkar-thag etc.) utilising 
more and more the enormous amount of knowledge amassed in them. Still, 
even the most important representatives of these works, though known for a 
long time (e.g. Klon-rdol bla-ma’s Mchan-tho) were not published in modern 
editions until quite recently.

There is another type of Tibetan bibliographies little used so far: the 
dpar-tho ~ par-tho or «printing-office catalogue». There was already knowledge 
of the existence of these lists in the last century, but, as far as I know, Vost- 
rikov was the first to use one in his critical remarks to van Manen’s paper.” This 
catalogue, entitled Byan-phyogs-kyi A-ko’i dgon-sde chen-po Bde-then lhun- 
grub-glin “dir bzugs-pa’t dpar-gyi tho-yig, belonged to the printing house 
(dpar-khan) of the Aga monastery. It is most unfortunate, that Vostrikov did 
not publish it. 

As far as I know the first Tibetan printing-office catalogues were those 
published by B. Rinchen in 1959, and in the same year, and again in 196] and 
1964 by Lokesh Chandra.? Rinchen’s publication contained the printing cata- 
logues of 31 Buriat-Mongolian monasteries with that of the Aga monastery 
among them. It was in Russian script, compiled in the chancery of the Khampo 
Lama in 1911. He gave it to Zamcarano in 1923 and from him it passed to 
the author. 

The dpar-tho I am going to introduce here is also a printing list from the 
Aga monastery. It can be found in Patna (India) in the library of the Bihar 
Research Society under the catalogue number 1091 (B. No. 311).4 The xylograph 
is 43 by 6 cm, and is printed on Russian paper in quite easily legible letters. 
It came into the library’s possession as part of the material that Rahula Sankr- 
tyayana brought back from his 1930—31 trip to Tibet. 

This dpar-tho of the Aga monastery contains four times as many blocks 
as that of B. Rinchen and is also different from the copy used by Vostrikov. 
This fact can easily be proved though we do not know much about Vostrikov’s 
list. We do not even know whether it was a xylograph or a manuscript. We 
only know its title, which is different from that of ours, its structure, and some 
of the titles included in it. The structure is slightly different, too. 

According to Vostrikov, his catalogue was divided as follows:

It may be of interest to mention here that the Mjod-dge sgar-gsar monastery’s 
dpar-tho has only two parts, the first is the list of the long prints without 
specification, and the other is specified with the term sna-thun-gi skor. Accord- 
ing to Lokesh Chandra, the long format is called mda’-chad-ma as well.5 From 
M. Taube’s paper we learnt the structure of a handwritten dpar-tho of the 
Mongolian Phun-chogs sku-gsum-glin monastery. It consists of four parts. 


1. spar rin-po 

2. (par) ’brin 

3. "brin-gras-las chun-zad the-ba 
4. spar thun-nwi gras 


In most cases dpar-thos include blocks both for printing books — and pictures, 
flags ete. Vostrikov, however, did not mention the existence of Mongolian 
titles or picture-blocks in his catalogue. 

If we check the few titles quoted in Vostrikov’s paper they turn out 
to be identical with our titles, only they are found on a different page. 

In summary, we can say that the monastery in question had several 
lists of its printing blocks. Our dpar-tho is only one of the many, and so are 
Vostrikov’s and Rinchen’s copies. 

This is easy to understand if we take it into consideration that these lists 
were compiled with an aim similar to the catalogues of our modern print- 
ing houses. They were not so carefully elaborated as e.g. a mchan-tho. The 
contents (mentioning the size of the books and the number of pages) was 
important information for a potential customer as the price of a book de- 
pended mostly on these factors. New lists might have been prepared at any

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occasion when the stock of the blocks changed: new ones were carved, old 
blocks were destroyed etc. We know that sometimes lists were issued containing 
the blocks carved in a single year. In the full lists of a monastery’s printing 
blocks the planned editions were also included leaving an empty space? for 
the number of pages. 

The rarity of the dpar-thos may be for a similar reason. It would be diffi- 
cult to find a catalogue of a European printing house from the beginning of 
our century: when it had lost its relevance it was thrown away. 

By studying this kind of bibliography we can get a picture of the sphere 
of influence of a lamaist printing house: e.g. our list prepared in Transbaikalia 
was found in Patna, to where it came from Central Tibet. The prints of the 
Aga monastery were famous all over the Lamaist world because of their high 
quality and legible carving. 

In Aginsk there are two monasteries, the older one of which was built 
from 1811 to 1816.8 Its name written on the door is Chos-sde then-po Bde-then 
lhun-grub-glin, or more completely, according to R. E. Pubaev: Bé3ad-sgrub 
bstan-pa’i *byun-gnas Chos-sde chen-po Bde-then lhun-grub-glin.’ An old picture 
of it can be seen in A. Griinwedel’s Mythologie des Buddhismus (Leipzig 1900), 
p. Zi. 

I think it is not without interest to publish the whole text in its original 
form, and also a photo-copy of it, as no facsimile of a dpar-tho has been pub- 
lished so far. 

The page numbers are given in square brackets. As they are different 
from the Tibetan pagination I give a list to show the correspondence:
